MCCLELLAN’S OWN STORY 


“ The 
Nation” 
furnishes 
us 
with 
some quotations from the continuation of 
Gen. McClellan's story of his relations to 
the War for the Union and the civilians 
who directed It. These extracts relate 
principally to Secretary Stanton both be­ 
fore and after he became Secretary of 
War. After stating tbat soon after reach­ 
ing Washington he was introduced to Mr. 
Stanton as a safe adviser on legal points, 
the General goes on to say: "He1* (Stan­ 
ton) "did his best to ingratiate bimself 
with me, and professed tbe warmest 
friendship and devotion. • . . The most 
disagreeable thing about bim was tbe ex­ 
treme virulence with which be abused tbe 
President, tbe Administration, and the 
Republioan party. . . . He never spoke 
of the President in any other way than as 
the “original gorilla.” 
At some timedur 
ing the autumn Of 1861 Secretary Cameron 
made quite an abolition speech to some 
newjy 
arrived 
regiments. Next 
day 
Stanton urged me to arrest him for incit­ 
ing to insubordination. 
He often advo­ 
cated the propriety of my seizing the Gov­ 
ernment and taking affairs into my own 
hands” (p. 152). 
Subsequently, when 
Mr. Stanton was nominated as Secretary 
of War. 
Gen. McClellan states that he 
came to confer as;to its acceptance. 
We 
give again the' quotation made by The 
Nation and its comments. 
He (Stanton) 
said “that tbe only possible inducement 
would be that he might have it in his 
power to aid me in the work of putting 
down the Rebellion; that he was willing 
to devote all his time, intellect and ener 
gy to my assistance, and that together we 
could soon bring the war to an end. If I 
wished him to accept he would do so, but 
only on my account; that he had come to 
know my wishes and to determine ac 
cordingly. 
I told him that I hoped he 
would accept the position” (p. 152). In 
his letter to Stanton himself, under date 
of July 8, 1862, McClellan used stronger 
language, and says: 
“ When you were 
appointed Secretary of War I considered 
you my intimate friend and confidential 
adviser. 
Of all men in the Nation you 
wero my choice for that position” (p. 
477). 
The disclosure of Stanton’s previ­ 
ous attitude to the Administration and to 
Mr. Lincoln personally, if correct, raises 
the troublesome question how Mr. Mc­ 
Clellan could consistently with his loyal­ 
ty to the President either have made 
Stanton his confidential relation of Cabi­ 
net officer to Mr. Lincoln. 
If he had 
really advised McClellan to make a coup 
d’etat and seize the Government as the 
General says he had “ often” done, to 
make him Secretary of War when renew­ 
ing assurances of personal devotion has 
too ugly a suggestion of willingness to 
co-operate illegally, and McClellan, in 
making such a statement, starts more 
perilous problems than he solves. 
As­ 
suming tbat it was only wild talk (Mc­ 
Clellan calls them “ebullitions of an in­ 
tense and patriotic nature” ), we cannot 
help asking if this was fair dealing with 
Lincoln. 
We have not the space, nor are 
we no v concerned, to examine Mr Stan­ 
ton’s side of the controversy. 
McClellan 
credits him with being consistent in de­ 
claring his wishes to put down the Re­ 
bellion at any cost, and implies that the 
“patriotic” idea of a coup d’etat was 
thought of as tending to that end. 
The 
idea was not unfamiliar to him. As early 
as Aug. 9, the time of his first “row” 
with Scott, he writes that he “receives 
letter after letter, has conversation after 
conversation, calling on me to save the 
Nation, alluding to the Presidency, dicta­ 
torship,” etc. 
Although he 
earnestly 
disclaims such an aspiration he adds; “I 
would cheerfully take the dictatorship 
and agree to lay down my life when the 
country is saved.” 
Soon after Mr. Stan­ 
ton was made Secretary. 
Gen. McClellan 
wrote him on July 8th as follows: 
“It 
is with a feeling of great relief that I now 
say to you that I shall at once resume, 
on my part, the same cordial confidence 
that once characterized our intercourse” 
(p. 478); yet only five days thereafter he 
writes to his wife: 
“So you want to 
know how I feel about Stanton, and what 
I think of him now? I think, . . . 
[asterisks to the text]. 
I may do the 
man iniustice. 
God grant that I may be 
wrong! For 1 hate to think that human­ 
ity can sink so low. 
But my opinion is 
just as I have told you. 
He deceived me 
once; he never will again. . . . I now 
know you were right. 
Enough for the 
creaturo” (p. 417). 
With Tho Nation 
we leave tho reader to reconcile if ho can 
what might possibly bo deemed tbe “du­ 
plicity” of the writer of these letter«. 
We make ono more quotation and then 
close. Perhaps the most painful thing in 
this volume to those who once made Gen.

Hagan, of H arvard University , in 18 7 4 
exp ressed himself a believer, and doubt­ 
less is to-day . 
Prof. Proctor, the as­ 
tronomer, is another scientist who takes 
that side of the question, 
Records of 
the ap p earance of the creature aro most 
numerous in tho history or annals of 
Norway , and these records in some in­ 
stances have been made by the learned 
or scientific men of that country .

The demand for instructors trained in

The Pearl. 
In an interview with a p earl fisher 
by the Fa ll Ma ll Ga zette, the following 
facts about the 
industry are to be 
found: 
“You will see,” he said, “by 
these p erforations in the back how 
many enemies the p earl oy ster has,” 
p ointing to the back of the shell, which 
was much honey -combed. 
“If they 
succeed in boring clean to the flesh it 
is all up with the oy ster. 
The theory 
of tho p earl is 
that some 
foreign 
substance, a bit of grit or shell, finds its 
wav within the harness, and the oy ster, 
to avoid the irritatin g friction, begins 
the p rocess of p earl manufacture bv the 
p eculiar secretion. 
The p earl is gen­ 
erally found in the beard. 
I need not 
tell y ou that the 
shells are highly 
valuable articles of commerce. 
When 
the op ener has p assed his hand in to 
feel for the p earl he throws it to the 
cleaner, who does his work, the shells 
are p acked up in hogsheads, and when 
they arrive in London they are sold by 
auction in Mincing Lane to go the 
manufacturer, for the shell has taken 
the p lace of ivory . 
Tho p earling sea­ 
son lasts from March to the middle of 
December, for in the summer months 
the hurricanes ren der this fishing im­ 
p ossible. 
The p lan of op erations is 
'mething in this wise: 
The ileet is 
1 stributed over the fishing-ground» , 
ini one or two of them s<>e to the sup ­ 
p ly of fresh water and stores. 
The 
mother ship generally lies at anchor in 
the bay , and the small boats leave her 
every morning, to go to their various 
grounds close by . j At night they re­ 
turn with their cargoes. 
The decked 
boats go further afield, and bring the 
result of th *ir labor at longer intervals. 
At 
certain times the mail steamer 
which calls at Freem an tle ship s the 
cargo, which comes home, the p earls 
themselves being sent through regis- 
t red letters, and p assing through p ost. 
The 
p earl is the most, aristocratic 


Cruelty to Animals« 
The American Humane Association 
directs the attention of the p ublic to 
the barbarities and abuses continually 
being p racticed in various p ortions of 
the country , and oftentimes in localities 
and cities which are 
deemed very 
highly civilized. 
In order that tho 
friends of tho defenseless and help less 
may know the extent of this evil, and 
devise measures for their relief, men­ 
tion is here made of some of the exist­ 
ing cruelties: 
Animals in freezing and starving 
condition, in exp osed localities on the 
western p lains, in the winter season. 
Animals so horribly burned on their 
bodies, through careless branding, as to 
make wounds that never heal. 
Animals severely wounded attd tor­ 
tured by clubs and long, sharp iron 
rods when being loaded on stock cars. 
Animals so cruelly crowded, tram ­ 
p led, starved and kep t without water, 
when transp orted long distances by rail 
to market, as to make their meat unlit 
for food. 
Horses comp elled to endure excru­ 
ciating torture by the over-check and 
other high-check reins, through the 
ignorance and p ride 
of thoughtless 
drivers. 
Dogs and cats driven to desp eration 
and madness from want of water. 
Horses ruined in health and limb 
through being overloaded, lack of food, 
and imp rop er feeding. 
Old, galled, crip p led horses ill-fed, 
over-loaded, and generally abused by 
hard masters. 
Cows comp elled, through the p en ur­ 
iousness of their owners, to run the 
streets in many cities and villages, 
quenching thirst from mud p uddles, 
p ounded by clubs, beaten by stones, 
and mutilated by dogs, when driven 
from y ards into which the animals force 
themselves because of hunger. 
Calves with feet tied and tortured, 
while being transp orted long distances, 
in distressed p ositions, over rough roads 
by butchers and others. 
Fine 
horses, 
outrageously 
high- 
checked and brutally over-driven by 
drunken, careless, and cruel drivers. 
Pigeons wantonly wounded, m utilated 
and allowed to linger hours before death 
comes to their relief, at shooting tour­ 
naments. 
Horses left standing in exp osed p osi­ 
tions, through severe storms, without 
covering. 
Beautiful song and useful birds need­ 
lessly slaughtered by men and boy s for 
sp ort. 
Insects, birds, and animals of various 
kinds cruelly p ut to death by thought­ 
less p ersons, when little care would 
make death less p ainful. 
1 io cruelty and 
savage 
instinct 
aroused by p ugilism and cock and dog 
fighting. 
The useless, barbarous cruelty in­ 
flicted on hares and foxes in allowing 
them to be chased and hunted by 
hounds for hours as a sp ort. 
The debasing, cruel effect on children 
by close confinement at labor, often in 
dark and unwholesome factories and 
other p laces. 
The cruelties and beatings inflicted 
on p atient, uncomp laining wives by 
brutal and drunken husbands. 
The whip p ings and abuse endured 
by boy s and giris who have been given 
into the charge of coarse and hard 
masters. 
^ 
The starvation and neglect endured 
by infants and small children, when 
eft by their p arents with those who 
p romise to care for them. 
Tho p rivation, distress, and degrada­ 
tion of little waifs of children in the 
streets, who often have no one to p ro­ 
tect them. 
The 
dep lorable condition of 
the 
horse n< longer useful, turned loose to 
starve and die ; the child, whip p ed by 
the heartless p aren t; the discharged 
p risoner, whom no one will emp loy ; 
the little tired cash-boy and cash-girl, 
that should have been, hours ago, in 
bed; the haggard, sunken-ey ed, p oorlv- 
p aid sewing-woman; the starving family 
that can get no w ork; and many , many 
others not mentioned.

HISTORICAL. 


I n 1438 letters were separately cut 
in wo o d. 
Glass windo ws were used in 
Eng land 
as 
early as 
the twelfth 
century . 
J ohn H arrison (17 36-42), in respo nse 
to a Parliamentary ’ o ffer o f a reward o f 
£ 2 0 ,0 0 0 , first co nstructed a clo ck which 
kept perfect so lar time. 
N early a tenth part o f Bo sto n was 
co nsumed by fire o n March 20, 17 00, in 
abo ut 
fo ur 
ho urs. 
There was de­ 
stro y ed 17 4 ho uses, 17 5 w arehouses and 
o ther building s to the v alue o f 
$355,000. 
The Inv incible Armada fitted o ut by 
Spain in 158 8 ag ainst Eng land was the 
mo st fo rmidable fleet ev er seen up to 
that time. 
This armament co nsisted o f 
129 ships, 3,000 
canno n, and 20,000 
men, with 34,000 additio nal land fo rce. 
T he “black stone of Mecca” is a 
colored stone contained in a small ora­ 
tory of the temp le of Caaba at Mecca, 
Arabia. It is held in the utmost venera­ 
tion by the Mohammedans as having 
been given by an angel to Abraham. 
F ather of his Country , an endearing 
name given to 
W ashington by his 
country men early in the history of the 
Rep ublic. 
This title was first given to 
Cicero by the Roman Senate because 
of his zeal and courage in exp osing tho 
consp iracy of Catiline. 
Baby lon was a square city five times 
larger than London, and travefsed di­ 
agonally by the Eup hrates. 
Its walls, 
338 feet high and eightv-five feet thick, 
were studded with towers and p ierced 
with gates. 
Its p alaces and its hang­ 
ing gardens, a sy stem of terraces in 
imitation of mountain scenery , were 
among the wonders of the world. 
I n the Forum in Rome was the cele­ 
brated Temp le of Janus, built entirely 
of bronze. 
From some early circum­ 
stance the custom was established of 
closing the gates of this temp le during 
p eace, but so incessant were the wars 
of the Somans, 
that 
during eight 
centuries the gates of the Temp le of 
Tanus were closed only three times. 
T he Battery is a p ark of 1 0 | acres in 
New York city , at the south end of 
Manhattan 
Island. 
Tho 
immigrant 
station here was originally built lor a 
fort in 18 07 , and afterward became an 
op era house. 
In it were held civic re­ 
cep tions of Marquis Lafay ette, (Jen. 
Jackson, and Presiden t Ty ler. 
Here 
also ap p eared Jenny Lind, Son tag, 
Parodi, and Jullien. 
In an old house in Camp bell County , 
Ya., a fewr day s since, there was found 
behind a loosened mantel-p iece an old 
newsp ap er, 
the 
Boston Ga zette of 
March 12, 17 7 0, which had on it in 
p encil the name of Thomas Jefferson. 
At that time Mr. Jefferson owned lands 
in Camp bell, ami 
often 
visited the 
neighborhood. 
It is p robable that he 
was a subscriber to the p ap er, and 
loaned this cop y to one of the neigh­ 
bors. 
The sheet contains several p ro­ 
tests by p ublic meetings against tho 
p urchase by the p eop le of tea and other 
imp ortation of British goods; also a 
long account of the killing of certain 
citizens by British soldiers.

RESCUE OF A RASCAL 


TWO HONEST MEN NEARLY KILLED 
BY THE RESCUERS. 


A Startling Crime Com m itted 
on an 
O hio 
Kail way —A T hief Taken from 
the 
Officer* by H it Friend* After a 
Terrible 
Fight — The 
Hunt 
for 
the 
Crim inal*—Reported Arrests. 


C le ve la n d , Ohio, Feb. 5.— On e of the 
most d arin g an d successful attem pts to rescue 
a prison er th at was ever mad e took place 
Frid ay on the Clevelan d & Pittsburg ex press, 
which left Pittsburg Thursd ay n ight for this 
city. 
Capt. Hoehn an d Ik» teetive Mulligan , 
of Clevelan d , havin g received a requisition , 
d eterm in ed to brin g to this city Thursd ay 
n ight their prison er, H arry McMun n , who 
was accused of havin g been con cern s 1 in the 
recen t ex ten sive fur robbery in this city. 
They took every precaution to preven t an y 
attem pt that m ight be mad e by the pals of 
McMun n to rescue him. Securely han d cuffed , 
tho prison er was placed on board the train 
at the outer d epot in Alleghen y. 
He took 
his arrest very coolly, an d seemed an x ious to 
cause the d etectives as little trouble as possi- 
ble. 
The ex press sped on , an d at 2 o'clock 
Frid ay m orn in g Allian ce, Ohio, was reached . 
A t th at poin t five men board ed the train an d 
passed through several of the cars. 
Fin ally 
they saw the officers an d their prison er sit­ 
tin g ill the smokin g car. 
No sign of recogn i­ 
tion passed between McMun n ami the men , 
an d they sat d own a few seats from the 
prison er, an d in a few min utes tho ex press 
con tin ued 011 its course. 
The captain, in his statement of the mur­ 
derous assault, said that he learned that 
three suspicious character boarded the train 
at Alliance. 
He took the precaution to walk 
through the car and look out 
011 the plat­ 
form. 
Seeing no one, he returned to his 
seat. At Rav enna three men entered the car 
from the rear door facing the captain. They 
walked through the aisle until they reached 
the seats occupied by the two officers. 
Mul­ 
ligan's back was turned toward them, and, 
drawing a coupling-pin wrapped in white 
paper, one of the men struck the detectiv e a 
terrible blow on the head, knocking him al­ 
most senseless into the seat. 
At the same 
time two of them cov ered the captain with 
their rev olv ers and ordered him to remain 
quiet. 
Hulligan called for help, and Hoehn, dis- 
redarding the pistols aimed at his breast, 
jumped to his feet, drew his rev olv er, and 
fired. 
The assassin s returned the fire, and 
the man with the couplin-piu again struck 
Hulligan and then ran along the aisle and 
broke the lamps. In a moment the car was in 
total darkness and a terrific hand-to-hand 
struggle between the brav e police captain 
and his four assassins ensued. 
Twice the 
thiev es knocked the captain senseless to the 
floor and both times he recov ered conscious­ 
ness almost immediately and returned to the 
com bat 
The first time he fell one of the 
murderers said: 
"We'v e killed him. 
Let 
him lay there.” 
He did not die, howev er, 
but jumped to his feet and pluckily contin­ 
ued the fight 
A ll this time Hulligan was 
unconscious, and the assassins dragged him, 
handcuffed to the prisoner, from tbe car to 
the ground. 
Hoehn finally fought his way 
to tbe platform of the car, where, the 
baggageman 
and freight conductor found 
him. 
All trace of the outlaws was lost in the 
darkness. 
The Rav enna police were notified 
end a posse started out at once to scour the 
country . 
The injured men were made as 
comfortable as possible and then brought on 
to Clev eland, arriv ing here about 6 o’clock in 
the morning. 
A large reward 
has been 
offered for the apprehension of 
the assail­ 
an ts. 
The woun d ed officers, upon reachin g this 
city were taken to the hospital, an d the 
house physician ex amin ed Capt. Iloehn ’s 
woun d s. 
The brave officer was shot in the 
hip, the bullet havin g passed len gthwise 
d own his leg, an d bein g imbed d ed in the 
flesh. 
A n other bullet took effect 111 tho left 
arm , an d passin g from the w rist upw ard 
came out of the elbow. 
He also received a 
severe cut in the head . 
Hulligan h a l four 
cuts in the head . 
On e was mad e by a coup- 
lin g-pin , an d this, it is feared , has fractured 
his skull. 
On e ear was also half cut off. The 
physician s thin k Capt. Hoehn m ay recover, 
although his in juries 
are very 
serious. 
Detective 
H uliigan 's 
con d ition is very 
critical. 
If in flam m ation sets in he will d ie. 
L a t e r .—An unauthenticated report re­ 
ceiv ed from Kent say s two men answering 
the description of the criminals are in cus­ 
tody there. 
At 10 o’clock Friday ev ening Detectiv e 
Hulligan was resting somewhat easier than 
earlier in the afternoon. 
His chances of re­ 
cov ery are about ev en. 
Capt. Hoehn was 
resting quietly at the city hospital. 
His con­ 
dition is critical, but there is no immediate 
danger. 
A dispatch from Rav enna states that the 
Clev eland police authorities are making 
ev ery effort to get on the trail of the crim­ 
inals, but hav e not as y et secured any clue. 


Not So Nice as It Was. 
Chicago , Feb. 5.—A story was told in 
these dispatches some time ago of the v ery 
"slick” transaction of a citizen who went to 
Canada and got an agreement out of the rel­ 
ativ es of two of the v ictims of the Rio disas­ 
ter, by which the "slick” citizen was to hav e 
half he could get from the company as dam- 
oges. The indiv idual was Peter Clautier. At 
the instance of the Canadian v ictims of his 
sharpness the sup?rior court on Friday issued 
an injunction restraining Clautier from dis­ 
posing of his property .

en tered suit for the recov ery of the money , 
pleading that he took adv antage of their 
ignorance and paid them but $b00, while he 
received # 4,000 from the railway company .

Hunting » Sea ls. 
Seal-hunting on the ice ia another 
standing source of amusement. 
D uring 
the entire winter these animals keep 
holes open through the shore iee, hut 
on account of the depth of the snow 
they are not seen until the mild weather 
exposes 
their 
hiding-places. 
The 
Esquimau, however, has a way of find­ 
ing them out b efore this. He harnesses 
a dog that has b een trained for the 
work and leads him out to the snow’- 
covered field, where the two walk b ack­ 
ward and forward, making a zigzag 
course over the ice. 
Prob ab ly b efore 
long the dog catches the scent, and 
then takes his master straight to the 
seal’s house. 
Under tho hard, thick 
crust of the snow’ there is quite a large 
| room, which at the time of discovery 
may or may not b e occupied; b ut if oc­ 
cupied will very soon b e vacant on the 
arrival of the hunters. 
In either case 
the Esquimau ascertains b y means of 
his spear tho exact position of the hole, 
and then, placing a little pinnacle of 
snow over it, awaits the arrival of the 
victim. 
The native b ecomes aware of 
the seal’s return b y hearing a peculiar 
b lowing noise, and as soon as this com­ 
mences he thrusts his spear down ver­ 
tically through the snow into the hole 
and secures his 
prey. 
Sometimes, 
when the snow is very deep, the dogs 
are not ab le to find the hole, and then 
it is that the poor Esquimau has hard 
times. 
In the spring, snow disappear­ 
ing from tho ice, the seals are exposed 
to view’. 
Then the hunter takes an­ 
other way of getting at them. 
First of 
all he notices the direction of the wind, 
and then, keeping his enemy in it, walks 
to within 400 or 500 yards of him. 
From there he b egins to crouch down 
and to advance only when the seal is 
not looking. 
The wary animal is in 
the hab it of throwing up his head 
quickly every few seconds and looking 
ab out, and so, when within ab out 200 
yards, the native lies down fiat upon 
the ice. 
It is only now that real sport 
commences. 
Seal takes Esquimau, 
who is ab le to talk seal perfectly, to b e 
one of his b rothers, and, indeed, there 
is a great deal of resemb lance b etw een 
the species, for the genus homo is 
dressed in seal-skin, and, living largely 
upon its flesh, is similarly odorous. The- 
two lie on the ice for perhaps half an 
hour, keeping up a sort of b roken con­ 
versation, part of w hich is conducted in 
the ordinary way, and part b y means of 
peculiar gestures, until the Esquimau 
lias crept to within ab out thirty yards of 
his outwitted companion. 
The animal’s 
eyes, then b eing clearly visib le, are no 
sooner turned from the hunter than ho 
presents his rifle and tires. 
The seal, 
if shot through the head, is killed in­ 
stantly, b ut if hit in any other place 
defeats liis enemy 
b y 
disappearing 
through the ice .— To ro n to Ma il. 


The Eucalyptus. 
Immense quantities of the seed of the 
Australian gum tree or eucalyptus have 
b een im ported from the land of its 
origin into this State, and one can 
scarcely visit a town or find a ranch 
that cannot show larger or smaller 
numb ers of the trees. 
But we do not 
seem to have yet discovered that they 
are very valuab le for their timb er. 
Tho Australians themselves are only 
just awakening to this fact. 
They will 
grow and thrive on almost any soil, and 
the astonishing rapidity with which they 
develop from shrub s into trees makes 
them still more valuab le, b ecause forests 
can b e more quickly developed from 
their seed than prob ab ly that of any 
other tree. 
Next to the eucalyptus is 
what is called in Australia the turpen­ 
tine tree, and from all the Australian 
papers have to say concerning them 
they would make a most useful tree for 
California. 
The Picto ria l Au stra lia n 
sent one of its artists into New’ South 
Wales 
and 
lie 
writes 
that 
lie 
“was 
astonished 
at 
the 
wealth 
of 
tim b er 
that 
will 
b ecome 
marketab le when the railway is open. 
At Gillab y forests of gum trees or 
ecualpti may b e seen towering as high 
as 200 feet, and of as much as fifteen 
feet diameter, wuthout a » ranch for 
fifty or sixty feet. 
The turpentine 
trees are equally as rem arkab le in ap­ 
pearance. 
The latter trees have not 
yet b een sufficiently appreciated, though 
I several years ago the late Capt. Slioo- 
b ert announced tho fact that it is the 
only indigenous tim b er 
New’ South 
Wales, has possessing the m erit of b eing 
impervious to the attacks of the teredo 
navalis. 
This he proved conclusively, 
and latterly almost every new’ w harf 
constructed in and ab out Sydney stands 
upon turpentine piles.” 
This would make a valuab le tree for 
California, b ecause 
tim b er 
that 
as 
piling will defy the teredo is a neces­ 
sity for a State with such a long coast 
line as this. 
An amount of tim b er is 
required every year for wharves, the 
ones in use continually giving way b e­ 
cause of the ravages of the teredo. 
If 
the seed of the Australian turpentine 
should b e im ported to this State, and 
the trees thrive, it would not b e long 
b efore we could have forests, and in 
this way help to save our other trees.—

This wou ld mak e forty- 
seven loads for a two horse team, or fill 
abou t six 
ordinary freight 
cars. 
Five 
editions wou ld mak e su fficient freight for an 
ordinary freight train of thirty ears. 
The 
magazines piled one over another wou ld 
mak e a pile 8.812 feet high—that is. fifteen 
times as high as the Washington monu ment 
or fifty-five times as high as Bartholdi's 
“ Liberty.” 
Placed end to end the maga­ 
zines wou ld reach a distance of thirty-nine 
miles. Fou r editions wou ld mak e a line from 
Albany to New York city. 
The sheets of 
white paper of ono edition before folding 
wou ld cover 807 acres. 
They wou ld cover 
the floor of each story of twenty-live bu ild­ 
ings the size of the new capitol. 
Placed end 
to end the sheets of paper wou ld extend 1,130 
miles, or nearly half way across the con­ 
tinent. 
A cylinder press mak ing 10,000 im­ 
pressions daily for an eight page “ form” 
wou ld be k ept bu sy for over two years in 
printing one edition.

fu ll meaning of the word million 
Has you r 
excellency over seen a million of money?” 
The general was nonplu ssed, as indeed he had 
never seen su ch a su m at once, and to get 
out of the pick le ho altogether remitted the 
contribution. 
Frank fort thereafter alway s 
considered Rothschild “ a bigger man” than 
Manteuffel. 
Before that G« n. Vogel von 
Frankenstein made an assessment of 5,700,-

It is expected of a cou ntry storek eeper 
that his stock shall inclu de a little of every­ 
thing. 
lie is called u pon for all sorts of 
goods, from hardware to hosiery anti from 
herrings to fresh eggs. 
Not infreq u ently ho 
is bank er and postmaster. 
In short, ho is a 
sort of comprehensive Pooh Bah. 
Bu t this 
is always on a small scale. 
His transactions 
can hardly lw called vast. 
Ho is satisfied 
with a small yearly retu rn. 
Analogou s to 
this protoype in comprehensiveness, bu t on 
a scale which might in comparison be called 
colossal, is an enormou s establishment in a 
west side street. 
Bank ing, warehou sing and 
insu rance do not seem very closely allied; yet 
ono has grown ou t of the other, and in this 
establishment all three are su ccessfu lly com­ 
bined. 
For twenty-five years this firm has 
been engaged in the storage bu siness, and so 
widely ramified and extensive has their trade 
become that it has forced its projectors 
to 
tak e u p collaterally the calling of bank ers 
and insu rers. To the general pu blic the most 
strik ing featu re of this immense depot is the 
department of cold storage. 
This has at 
tained a development reached nowhere else 
in the world. 
The dimensions of the Ann’s 
largest bu ilding will indicate its the propor 
tions of their trade. 
Tho bu ilding is 400 by 
400 feet. 
The manager of the insu rance de­ 
partm ent gave the reporter some points as to 
this cu riou s place. 
“ In ou r forty-eight cold storage rooms, 
said he, “ we have more than fifteen miles of 
distribu ting pipes. 
There are three boilers, 
generating 800 hoi-se power. 
We u se so 
mu ch water that we have su nk an artesian 
well in ou r cou rtyard at a cost of $3,000, 
and we get an u nlimited su pply of clear 
water withou t calling u pon the city. 
The 
bu ilding h i provided with au tomatic fire 
alarm wires and tho doers have bu rglar 
alarms. 
All ou r partitions and floors are of 
a patent stone composite« . 
They cost $70, 
000 and arc absolu tely fire proof. 
For tho 
cooling process wo u se pu re anhydrou s am­ 
monia. This ammonia is pu mi>ed to tho roof 
and su bjected su ccessively to compression, 
expansion and condensation; then it 
is 
forced into small pipes ru nning into large 
tank s filled with brine. 
This brine becomes 
intensely cold and is passed in pipes throu gh 
ou t tho system of rooms. Tho tank s are lined 
with galvu nized iron and aro completely 
water tight. 
Tho ammonia comes from the 
small pipes at a temperatu re of 10 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


a dva nt a ge s 
of t he m e t hod . 
‘The mechanical appliances wou ld mak e 
30 tons of ice j>er diem, if u sed for that pu r­ 
pose. 
Some of tho pipes are continu ally 
sheathed in a coating of ice three inches 
thick . 
The great advantage of ou r method 
over ice is that the temperatu re is constantly 
u nder the immediate and absolu te control 
of the manager, and different temi» eratu res 
can be maintained in the variou s rooms. 
By merely tu rning a valve, which regu lates 
tho flow of tho brine, we can get a tem ­ 
peratu re f roin 10 degrees Fahrenheit to 45 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
We have a method 
of 
ascertaining the temperatu re of any room 
a t a given time by the u se of the tele-ther­ 
mometer and its registering dial, which can­ 
not be manipu lated or doctored, bu t which 
tells tho u nadu lterated tru th. 
If a patron is afraid of tak ing cold by 
stepping, on a su mmer's day, from an ou t­ 
side tem peratu re of 90 degrees Fahrenheit, 
he may simply look at the register and see 
tho exact degree of eold to which his goods 
are su bjected. 
In one room there is space 
for 80,000 boxes of cheese. 
Different com­ 
modities demand different degrees of heat 
and cold. For dried fru it 40 degrees Fahren­ 
heit is req u ired; for tobacco not less than 
45 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Fish mu st not have 
above 20 degrees Fahrenheit, and bu tter 
from 30 to 88 degrees. 
The egg rooms need 
88 to 40 degrees, and fu r calls for 40 de­ 
grees to prevent the breeding of moths and 
other insects. 
Pears demand 84, and lager 
beer will not bo satisfied with a higher tem­ 
peratu re than 80 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Wo 
have freq u ently more than $4,000,000 worth 
of goods in store. 
Twelve elevators are in 
u se. 
We tak e no fibrou s goods, su ch as cot­ 
ton. 
The risk s of fire are too great. 
We 
lave ice store rooms for bu tter elsewhere. 
Ice is u sed there simply becau se some per­ 
sons fear that the bu tter may bo flavored 
with tho ammonia. 
This wou ld be u tterly 
impossible. 
Bu t if they prefer ice they can 
have it.” —New York Mail and Express. 


C henook W inds of M ontana. 
Mr. Nimmo, ths ex-chief of the bu reau of 
statistics, has l>een mak ing a carefu l stu dy 
of the arid regions of the west with the in­ 
tention of writing a book on this su bject. 
He finds some very interesting featu res and 
some that will prove valu able to bu siness in­ 
terests. 
One of the especially interesting 
featu res of the far northwest, he says, is 
what are called the “ Chenook winds.” They 
are warm winds that come su ddenly from 
the west into Montana, and sometimes reach 
as far east as Dak ota. 
“ These winds,” the 
professor said, talk ing to you r correspond­ 
ent, “ come from the Pacific coast. 
A9 a 
ru le the air from the Pacific coast does not 
pass over the Rock y mou ntains in consider­ 
able q u antities. 
The air is a good deal 
warmer on the western coast, as everybody 
k nows. 
It is wanned by the warm stream 
of water flowing from the eq u ator north­ 
west along the coast. 
Occasionally some of 
this warm wave gets over the crest of the 
mou ntains and it gets into Montana, where 
the Arctic atmosphere prevails. 
Sometimes 
it extends across Montana and into Dak ota. 
These are called Chenook winds. 
They 
mak e wonderful and almost instantaneous 
changes in the temperature of the section. 
Often when the Missouri river Is frozen to 
the depth of a couple of feet or more this 
warm wave melts the snow, and filling the 
river with water causes the iee to break up 
and rush down the river at a wonderful rate. 
It keeps on down the river until it pisses the 
section affected bp these warm waves. Then 
it finds its passage obstructed bp the solid 
ice which has not been affected bp the milt­ 
ing snow, and the rnmlt is that the run of toe 
is oheoked, the g nat blocks which corns pour­ 
ing down from above pile up in great masses 
as high as a two or threa story house, and 
cover an immense ssotton along the river.

It wou ld swcep’aw,%y 
the most strongly constru cted bridge that 
cou ld be bu ilt.”
